Nobody this side of Heaven can 
tell to whom the credit belongs 
for any great life or great work. 
But we may be reasonably sure 
that the unsung and unknown 
women of the earth have a large 
part in every achievement worth 
while. 


Mrs. Clark, saintly wife of 
Colonel Clark, the devoted found- 
er of the Pacific Garden Rescue 
Mission in Chicago, is one of that 
host of women who, like the few 
who followed Jesus in His earthly 
ministry, have served in lowly, 
inconspicuous ways, doing small 
tasks from a great love. Night 
after night, with a consecration 
which never flagged, she labored 
in the gospel for a motley crowd 
of men and women, mostly so- 
ciety’s flotsam and jetsam, many 
of whom found this hospitable 
mission building the last fort this 
side of destruction. 

A single visit to a downtown 
rescue mission is romantic, pic- 
turesque and somewhat of an ad- 
venture—a sort of sanctified slum- 


ming trip. Far different to spend 


night after night, regardless of 
weather or personal feelings, in 
coming to close grips with sin- 
sodden men and women! A sick- 
ening share of the number are 
merely seeking shelter or lodging 
or food. Sin’s wages are not suf- 
ficient to live upon, and they 
turn to the mercy of Christianity 
for succor. Never to be cast down 
by unworthiness or ingratitude, to 
keep a heart of hope in face of 
successive failures, and to rejoice 
with a shepherd’s joy over the 
one rescued—this is the spirit of 
the consecrated rescue-mission 
worker. 

Such a woman was Mrs. Clark, 
spiritual mother to a multitude of 
redeemed men. Of all the trophies 
which she has laid’ at the feet 
of her Lord, the redemption of 
“Billy” Sunday seems to human 
eyes the brightest. For it was 
this woman who persuaded him 
to accept Christ as his Saviour: 
he whose hand has led perhaps 
a quarter of a million persons to

Only Pretribulation 
Rapture Fits With 
All Scripture Truth 


Will The Church Escape 
The Great Tribulation? 


(Last in this series on a timely subject.)

The Apostle John closed his 
Gospel by saying there were man) 
other proofs of Christ’s deity 
which he had not recorded. W*: 
could say likewise of other proofs 
of pretribulation rapture not yet 
mentioned. Some are more im- 
protant than others, but all point 
in one direction; namely, there 


are two stages in Christ’s coming 
with an interval between. In that 
interval the church in Heaven 
while the tribulation judgments 
deluge the unbelieving world. 


Ladd insists there is no ex- 
plicit proof of pretribulation rap- 
ture. He claims it is only an in- 
ference. Suppose, for the sake of 
argument, we agree to that. The 
next question would be, Is it a 
valid and provable inference? I 
believe it is. I said at the begin- 
ning that a true interpretation of 
prophecy will produce harmony. 
The interpretation that our Lord’s 


is 


coming is in two stages, is the 
only key that will unlock the 
mysteries of prophecy, and har- 


minize the whole. 

Dr. Gerald Stanton of Talbot 
Seminary has a fine paragraph on 
this point in his book, Kept From 
the Hour, and the reader will 
here see the treat that is in store 
for those who will secure this 
important book. Stanton writes, 
“If the coming of the Lord for His 
saints, His return to earth with 
His saints, the day of the Lord, 
the day of Christ, the resurrec- 
tion-of the just, the judgment of 
wicked nations, the judgment seat 
of Christ, the marriage of the 
Lamb, and the other notable 
events associated with Christ’s 
coming must all occur at one time, 
and that “in the twinkling of an 
eye,” great is the complexity and 
confusion of such a proposed. pro- 
gram. When, however, it is recog- 
nized that the coming of the Lord 
in its larger context involves two 
movements on His part, with 
Seven years between to absorb 
the events which require more 
time than a fleeting moment, all 
of the Scriptures involved fit nat- 
urally and harmoniously into 
such a pattern. The many com- 
plex wards of the prophetic clock 
yield to the touch when the rap- 
ture of the saints is distinguished 
from the revelation of Christ upon 
the earth—proof to the interpreter 
that he has found and is using 
the appropriate key.” 

A brief mention of some fur- 
ther proofs that the church will 
escape the tribulation will prove 
how true these words of Stanton 
are, will show how Scripture is 
harmonized by this inference, if 
inference it is, and in addition 
helps us to see that the whole 
warp and woof of prophecy is 
interwoven with this doctrine of 
pretribulation rapture. 


Silence of the Church Epistles 


Paul in all his epistles has 
nothing to say of the church be- 
ing in the Great Tribulation. 
These epistles give a detailed de- 
scription of events in the last 
days. Where in any of them is 
the church shown as spending her 
final days on earth in the hands, 
and under the power of the mur- 
derous Antichrist? What clear 
prophecy forewarns the church of 
such a catastrophe as to be de- 
luged with the judgments of God 
such as the inhabitants of earth 
will know in the awful tribula- 
tion? Even Mauro, a post-tribula- 
tionist, notes this silence. He says, 
“Nowhere in the writings of Paul 
is there any mention of a special 
period of tribulation preceding the 
revelation of Jesus Christ.” I ask, 
Could this be true if the church 
was to be in the tribulation? 
The argument from the silence of 


on this subject is unanswer- 


able. Pretribulation rapture is the 
key. The epistles are silent con- 
cerning the tribulation events and 
martyrdoms because the church 


is not there! 


144,000 Jews Sealed 
Ve read in Revelation 7 of 
144,000 of all the tribes of Israel 
being sealed and thus preserved 
from death amid the tribulation 
plagues. Why are these Jews alone 
mentioned for preservation, and 


not the church? Why not seal and’ 


preserve the church from a 
similar fate? The answer is simple, 
the church is not. there! Here 
again the key is pretribulation 
rapture. 


The Dragon Wars 
Israel 

In Revelation 12:17 the dragon 
(Satan) makes war against the 
seed of the woman who represents 
Israel. If the church were on earth 
does anyone think the Devil would 
overlook her? No mention is made 
of the church for the reason that 
the church is not upon earth. 
The key fits the lock here also. 


Against 


Instructions to Israel Only 


In Matthew 24:15-20 our Lord 
gives specific directions to the 
Jews, “them that are in Judea” 
telling them what they are to 
do in the tribulation time. Why 
did He not give some such in- 
struction to the millions of Chris- 
tians comprising the church who 
would be living in the last days of 
this age? The answer is obvious. 
The church would need no such 
instruction for the reason that 
she would not be there. 


Twin Symbols of a Twofold 
Coming 
Christ’s coming for the church 
is described in Revelation 2:28 as 
the appearing of “the morning 
star.” His appearing to Israel and 
to all mankind is as “the Sun 
of righteousness” (Mal. 4:2). The 
morning star is seen only by the 
early watcher and before the sun 
ever appears. This twin symbol] 
illustrates the two different as- 
pects of His coming, as separate 
and distinct, so that once again 
pretribulation rapture is the key 
that fits this lock. 


Gross Spiritual Darkness 

The Bible reveals that during 
the tribulation a judicial blindness 
will befall mankind leading them 
to worship the Beast and believe 
his lying wonders. .This 
clared in II Thessalonians 2:11-12. 
Isaiah describes this period of 
spiritual darkness: “For, behold, 
the darkness shall cover the earth. 
and gross darkness the people” 
(Isa. 60:2). Our Lord prophesied 
this eclipse of faith when He said, 
“When the Son of man cometh 
shall He find faith on the earth?” 
In this great apostasy, dense Spir- 
itual darkness will reign. Now the 
church is called “the light of the 
world.” How then can such utter 
darkness reign when the church 
is On earth? Answer: That is the 
very cause of the darkness. The 
church has been taken away. The 
key to this overbrooding darkness 
is that the church, the “light of 
the world” has been removed from 
the earth. 


The Illuminating Spirit 
Removed 
This removal of the church be- 
fore the tribulation throws light 
on the identity of the one who 
now restrains evil in the world. 
but is one day to be taken away.

This month the New Testament 
of The New English Bible goes on 
sale. The publisher says, “It is a 
completely new  translation—the 
consummation of thirteen years of 
devoted scholarship. In the mod- 
ern history of the Bible it is a mo- 
mentous event,”

and directed by representatives of 
the Baptist Union of Great Britain 
and Ireland, the Church of Eng- 
land, the Church of Scotland, the 
Congregational Union of England 
and Wales, the Council of Church- 
es Wales, the London Yearly 
Meeting of the Society of Friends 
(Quakers), the Methodist Church 
of Great Britain, the Presbyterian 
Church of England, the United 
Council of Christian Churches and 
Religious Communions in Ireland,

We are not against new transla- 
tions of the Bible. We are not even 
against translation into modern 
speech, in so far as that can be 
done with perfect fidelity to the 
original manuscripts. So we be- 
gan a careful study of this new 
transiation of the New Testament 
with respect and serious interest. 
As we have gone through the New 
Testament and have checked it 
again and again with other ver- 
sions and with the Greek text, it 
becomes clearer that a great deal 
of hard work has been done by 
the translators, that generally 
they tried to translate accurately.

The Translators Evidently In- 


cluded Unbelieving Men 
With Presuppositions Con- 
trary to the Essentials of 
the Christian Faith and 
the Infallible Inspira-

The joint publishers of The New 
English Bible, the Cambridge Uni- 
versity Press and the Oxford Uni- 
versity Press, in advertising it, 
quote Dr. Harold J. Ockenga, pas- 
tor of the Park Street Church, 
Boston, as saying: “It is chaste, 
expressive, accurate and without 
governing theological presupposi- 
tions ... I have carefully checked 
many passages dealing with the 
Person and work of Christ (the 
touchstone of .a faithful transla- 
tion) and find this new Bible de- 
pendable and reverent.” 

Many passages in The New Eng- 
lish Bible New Testament do deal 
reverently with the Person and 
work of Christ, but there is some 
evidence that some of the transla- 
tors were unconverted men who 
did have “theological presupposi- 
tions” against the fundamentals ol 
the historic Christian faith. 

1. In the Introduction to the 
New Testament it becomes clear 
that the translators did not regard 
the Greek text as reliable. The 
Introduction says that even in pre- 


paring the English Revised Ver- 
sion in 1881 that, “the text of the 
majority of manuscripts, which, 
being for the most part of late 
date, had been exposed not only 
to the accidental corruptions of

The translators have not been 
influenced alone by the principal 
and early manuscripts, which so 
carefully coincide. They have also 


been influenced by some transla- 
tions into other languages, and by 
quotations from the New Testa- 


ment by other Christian writers. 

One can see at once that while 
a Greek New Testament, carefully 
copied and preserved as a copy 
of a divinely inspired original, has 
a claim on a Bible-believer, the 
uninspired translation of that text 
into another language, by someone 
perhaps ignorant or unbelieving 
or careless, would not have the 
Same authority as a carefully 
copied and preserved original text. 
And the quotation by some Chris- 
tian writer surely ought not to be 
regarded as authoritative in the 
same sense that the words of the 
Scriptures themselves in the origi- 
nal language, carefully copied and 
preserved, ought to have. 

In a sense the translators of this 


New English Bible have taken the | 


same liberty as the translators of 
the Revised Standard Version in 
America have taken, that is, 
where they felt that they knew 
what~the author intended to say, 
they would guess at that supposed 
original intention of the author 
instead of following the Masoretic 
text of the Old Testament or the 
accepted Greek text of the New! 
And in the Revised Standard Ver- 
sion these changes are sometimes 
marked cn, as conjectures. But a 
Bible built on the conjectures of 
the translators, influenced by 
many sources, is not the same as 
the Bible which is an accurate 
translation of approved manu- 
scripts, copies of the originals. 

I simply say that the attitude 
of the translators here toward the 
original text of the New Testa- 
ment is not the attitude of rev- 
erence and full assurance that 
here is the infallible Word of God. 
Such an attitude we believe is 
nroper and right toward the Greek 
Testament as represented by ‘the 
accummulated mass. of 
Greek manuscripts.

2. This lack of confidence which 
the translators had in the accepted 
Greek manuscripts is indicated by 
he note on Matthew 1:16. After

The casual reader might sup- 
pose that some reliable Greek text 
so reads that Joseph was the fa- 
ther of Jesus. That simply is not 
true. One foolish and inaccurate 
translation into another language 
so stated. But the translation was 
inaccurate and unreliable, just as 
many translations are today. To 
call that “a witness” and give the 
same weight to it as a reading of 
incient Greek manuscripts of the 
New Testament is in a sense dis- 
honest. It is the product of so- 
called “modern scholarship,” that 
is, unbelieving scholarship without 
proper respect for the text 
itself.

So has every Christ-rejecting 
sinner found out too late the ter- 
rible, tragic reality of Hell. So 
will you if you fail to heed the 
multiplied messages from Heaven 
warning you of a Heaven to win 
and a Hell to shun. 

In the twenty-seven books of 
the New ‘Testament (only two 
hundred and eighty pages in my 
Bible) God has posted two hun- 
dred and thirty-four danger signs 
about Hell. If we were driving 
down a highway’ twenty-seven 
miles long and saw that many 
warnings, ““This road leads to Hell,” 
sanity and sensibility would rise 
up and scream, “Get off this road! 
Get off now!” As Dr. R. A. Torrey 
warned in one of his sermons, 


“There is a Hell and you are 
going there if you don’t watch 
out.” 


Don’t hear carelessly, but heed 
prayerfully the first tale of the 
dead man in Hell, “lest you also 
come into this place of torment.” 
The second tale this dead man 
tells is that Hell is a place— 


A Place of Un-Paralleled 
Suffering and Torment 


. the rich man also died, 


and was buried; and in hell he 
lift up his eyes, being in tor- 
ments ....” (vss. 22, 23). 


The funeral of this rich man 
could well have been like your 
funeral will be. There will be 
mourners with tear-filled eyes 
and tear-stained faces. There will 
be flowers, lovingly sent, beauti- 
fully arranged in a jungle of color 
and fragrance. There will be music 
sweetly swelling from the throats 
of the organ and singers. There 
will be a message. Your good life 
will be rehearsed—good to men’s 
eyes, but not good to God who 
knows the human heart and who 
warns, “ . there. is none that 
doeth good, no, not one” (Rom. 
3:12). 

Prayer will be made and your 
body lowered into a yawning hole 
covered with a_ velvety-green 


grass. A flower may be broken 
over your beautiful _ silk-lined 
casket, the home of your body 


until the resurrection day. Noth- 
ing will be there to grate the 
senses and scream out, “This is 
death! Judgment day and eternity 
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WILL THE CHURCH ESCAPE THE GREAT TRIBULATION ? 


ahead!” 

But if you are not saved (Acts 
4:12); if you are not born again 
(John 3:3, 7); if you did not call 
upon the name of the Lord (Rom. 
10:13); if your sins were not cov- 
ered with the cleansing blood of 
Christ (1 John 1:7); then you 
will awake just like this man in 
our text—in Hell, in torments! 


The torments of Hell! “Gentle 
Jesus, meek and mild” preached 
on the torments of Hell more vol- 
uminously and more vividly than 
He did on the glories of Heaven. 
Well He might for He created 
Hell. He created this place He 
called in Matthew 8:12 “.. . outer 
darkness; there shall be weeping 
and egnashing of teeth.” He 
created this place “ ... of the 
wrath of God, which is poured 
out without mixture —a 
place where the sinner “shall be 
tormented with fire and brimstone 

"where “the smoke of their 
torment ascendeth up for ever 
and ever; and they have no rest 
day nor night...” (Rev. 14:10, 


11). Christ made Hell which He 
described in Matthew 13:50, “a 
furnace of fire.’ This “lake of 


fire” was originally “prepared for 
the devil and his angels,” but 
every rebel, every Christ-reject- 
ing sinner will wind up there, 
Christ warned in Matthew 25:41. 


* The torments of Hell! Well 
Christ might warn of them be- 
cause He suffered Hell. Christ suf- 
fered Hell when on the cross “he 
was made sin for us” (II Cor. 
9:21). First Peter 2:24 hearkens 
us back to that awful crucifixion 
when Christ “ ... his own self 
bare our sins in his own body 
on the tree ... by whose stripes 
ye were healed.” The listing of 
Sinners cast into Hell as recorded 
in Revelation 21:8 gives us some 
index to the sins Jesus bore at 
Calvary, “But the fearful, and un- 
believing, and the abominable, and 
murderers, and whoremongers, 
and sorcerers, and idolators, and 
all liars, shall have their part in 
the lake which burneth with fire 
and brimstone: which is_ the 
second death.” 

Name all the sins you have 
ever committed: add to them all 
the sins you have consented to in 
your heart. Remember this is sin 
in the eyes of the righteous Re- 
deemer, who taught sins. of 
thought or sins of deed are all 
spelled “s-i-n”’ when He warned 
in Matthew 5:28 “But I say unto 
you, that whosoever looketh on a 
woman to lust after her, hath 
committed adultery with her al- 
ready in his heart.” 
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Add the multiplied thousands 
of sins you have overlooked and 
forgotten—but sins which God has 
entered. into your record (Rev. 
20:12), “xen multiply all of these 
by the sins of 182 million per- 
sons alive in America today. Add 
all the sins of the rest of the 
world until the number totals over 
2% billion people. Then add the 
staggering sum of the sins of all 
the generations of all the peoples 
of the nations of all time. Even 
then we cannot begin to imagine 
the Hell Jesus had to suffer on the 
cross of Calvary. Oh, the torments 
of Hell Jesus suffered on that 
cruel tree! Hear the sin-soaked, 
blood-soaked, spittle-soaked, Hell- 
fire and brimstone-soaked Saviour 
as He “cried with a loud voice, 
saying, Eli, Eli, lama, sabach- 
thani? That is to say, My God, 
My God, why hast thou forsaken 
me?” (Matt. 27:46). 


The torments of Hell, the turn- 
ing away of the Father’s face that 
Jesus suffered on the cross were 
so terrible, so horrible that He 
warns us to get saved and miss 
Hell in these pleading words of 
Mark 6:47, 48, “And if thine eye 
offend thee, pluck it out: it is 
better for thee to enter into the 
kingdom of God with one eye, 
than having two eyes be cast into 
hell fire: where their worm dieth 
not, and the fire is not quenched.” 
Yes, suffer the excruciating, 
agonizing pain of literally gouging 
out your eyeball from its socket, 
but understand the torments of 
Hell are so infinitely worse there 
is nO comparison. 


Some who read this might well 
tear out your eyes, because sen- 
sual, sin-seeking eyes are drawing 
you away from the Saviour’s love 
and call to be saved and are pull- 
ing you straight toward Hell. 


How horrible Hell must be! As 
a pastor for fifteen years I have 
visited in hospitals. There I have 
heard the groaning, moaning, 
sighing, dying patients. I remem- 
ber a man who was bleeding to 
death after a rubber mill accident. 
He had slipped at his machine 
and had fallen so that his hand 
and arm had gotten entangled 
in the whirring, razor-sharp 
knives that had literally “skinned” 
him. As he was brought into the 
ward, I saw him take this muti- 
lated limb and tear the Venetian 
blinds from the window. He flailed 
nurses with blows like Joe Louis 
savagely threw at his opponents 
in the ring. I saw burly interns, 
like pro football linemen, vigorous- 
ly drive this man into submission, 
however. They finally harnessed 
his flailing arms at his side, and 
then I saw a nurse, again and 
again, shoot drugs into his pain- 
racked body. Only after a long, 
long time the shrieks of this poor 
man turned into cries; the cries 
lowered to moans; the moans 
ebbed to sobs. He was drugged, 
knocked out, unconscious! He was 
living a nightmare, but not realiz- 
ing the fierce pain, the torments. 
I bowed my head. I quietly thank- 
ed God I was not going to Hell. 


“Why do you say that, Preach- 
er?’’ someone asks. Hear me! One 
reason is there are no drugs in 
Hell to give relief and release 
from suffering and_ torment. 
There are no nurses, no loved ones 
to smooth back your rumpled hair, 
to soothe your burning brow with 
a loving hand or a moist, cool 
cloth. There will be no one in Hell 
to whisper, “I love you.” There 
will be no one to care, no one 
to bear, no one to share your eter- 
nal heartache and heartbreak. 


This dear soul in our text has 
been there for over nineteen hun- 
dred years and in torments! 
“Where, oh, where,’~ he begs you, 
“will you spend eternity?” 

The third tale this dead man 
tells is that Hell is a place, 


A Place of An Unforgettable 
Past 


“Son, remember that thou in 
thy lifetime...” (vs. 25). RE- 
MEMBER! REMEMBER! Every 
minute around the clock some 
American attempts suicide. They 
hope to end it all! But every un- 
saved “successful” suicide wakes 
up in Hell to find his memory 
still taunting and tormenting him. 

This man in Hell did not and 
could not forget. God insured he 
would not forget. “REMEMBER!” 
He remembered and recognized 
Lazarus, the beggar who had 
starved to death at his doorstep. 
He remembered five brothers at 
home, still alive but headed for 
this same Hell, the result of his 


baneful and sinful influence on 
their lives. He remembered the 
Word of God and he was keenly 
aware of the identity of Abraham. 
He remembered the plan of salva- 
tion he had been taught; he knew 
his brothers must “repent” to miss 
Hell, 

Psychologists today agree that 
we never forget anything! Dr. 
Walker Penfield, head of McGill 
University Neurological Institute 
in Montreal, reported to the 
American Psychiatric Association 
a “discovery of how nerves store 
memory and an electrical way to 
remember what you forget.” The 
discovery was made with fine 
wires, with a slight electrical cur- 
rent touching human brain sur- 
faces exposed during operations 
for epilepsy. Penfield stated, “The 
probes drew forth old and for- 
gotten memories almost like tak- 
ing cerds from a filing case” 

A stenographer, brain bared un- 
der local anesthesia and still con- 
scious, exclaimed when one part 
of her temporal lobe was touched, 
that she could hear music. Asked 
where it came from, she replied, 


“Some sort of a music box.” Asked 


to name the piece, she began to 
hum it. Not until after the opera- 
tion did she know that this music 
came from her brain and she 
alone heard it. When a nurse later 
said the words, “It’s Rolling Along 
Together,” the patient said, 
“Those words are in it.” She was 
listening to the playback of her 
own memory. 

Jesus warned about this un- 
forgetting memory when He 
preached three times about Hell in 


Mark 9:44. 46 and 48, “Where 
their worm dieth not, and the fire 
is not quenched.” My wife, as 


most women, is naturally afraid 
of worms, spiders, rats and snakes. 
Although I don’t let on to her, 
I am too! One time she said to 
me, “I sure am glad I’m saved 
and not going to Hell.” I agreed 


and then asked, “Why did you 
suddenly say that, honey?” “Oh,” 
she fearfully exclaimed, “it would 
be the worst thing in the world 
to have all those worms and 
spiders, those lizards and snakes 
crawling all over you forever. 
That must be worse than even 


the fire of Hell.” 


That would be terrible. But Je- 
sus meant something worse here 
in these texts than crawling, 
slithering, repulsive, man y- 
tentacled scorpions or worms. He 
meant an unforgetting memory, 
a memory that lashes out like a 
blacksnake whip that strikes, 
stings, slashes. 


“Son, remember!” I trust these 
words, pronounced to this dead 
man in this tale, will never fall 
on your ears in Hell. 


Memory can be a blessing. Even 
this moment there floods upon my 
mind blessed memories. I remem- 
ber my youth, my home, my dad- 
dy, my mother and my sister. I 
remember with fast-beating heart 
the peace that came to me, a 
Junior High boy, on a Palm Sun- 
day when the Saviour spoke to 
this poor, lost, but repentant sin- 
ner, “Son, thy sins be forgiven 
thee.” 

As I write this message, I have 
glad memories. I remember when 
I met my wife at the altar. I 
see again the blush, the radiance, 
and the beauty in the face of my 
bride. I sense the holy hush of 
that heur as our hands 
placed together; as our vows were 
repeated; as the pronouncement 
was made, “man and wife.” 

There are precious memories. I 
remember that 


preach the Gospel; the first soul 


I ever led to Christ; the call to's 
my first church; the touch of my/f 
first baby’s hands as I squeezed|f 


them at two o'clock one May 
morning thirteen years -ago. 

But there are cursed memories. 
Vying for my attention this very 
moment are foul, 
thoughts and deeds out of the 
past. They have been forgiven by 
the sin-cleansing Saviour who 
promised, “If we confess our sins, 
he is faithful and just to forgive 
us our sins, and to cleanse us from 
all unrighteousness” (I John 1:9). 
But they are not erased from my 


were |} 


memory’s wall. I will be assaileq 
by them again and again. Forget 
them? I will not until I am de- 
livered from them when I get 
home to Heaven. 


My unsaved friend, what is your 
hope? Unless you get saved, it is 
remember your sins forever. Just 
as Fred Stroble who molested, 
ravished and then murdered a 
little girl in California, you, too, 
will find out your sins come back 
to haunt you. At his sentencing, 
the judge asked Stroble if he had 
any message. Hear his reply and 
know this will be his torment 
forever: “I wake in the night 
hearing the little girl ask me why 
I was killing her.” He repeated 
over and over, “If I could only 
erase from my memory that girl’s 
face and voice.” 

So will your sins taunt and tor- 
ment you in this life and in Hell 
and forever. 

You will remember your oppor-

In Il Thessalonians 2:7 we read, 
“For the mystery of iniquity doth 
already work: only he who now 
hindereth will hinder, until he be 
taken out of the way.” Our Lord 
told us when the Spirit came, He 
would abide with the church for- 
ever. When the church goes, in 
that degree the illuminating Spirit, 
the Spirit of light, will also go 
with her. Think of a world with- 
out the true church and the re- 
straining, illuminating Holy Spirit 
dwelling in Christians. This is the 
key to the understanding of the 
eclipse of faith, the envelopment 
of the world in spiritual darkness 
in the awful days of the tribula- 
tion. God has put out the lights! 
It is His judgment on mankind 
for the rejection of the truth, and 
shows once again that the church 
has gone from the earth. 


The removal of the Holy Spirit 
in the sense of His dwelling in 
Christians as the hindering one, 
prior to judgment, and as part 
of that judgment, is verified else- 
were in Scripture. 

Before the flood came in the 
days of Noah, God said, “My 
Spirit shall not always strive with 
man” (Gen. 6:3). God removed 
the hindering Spirit from the 
earth, evil then became _ unre- 
strained, and judgment followed. 

Before the judgment of the 
Babylonian captivity fell upon Is- 
rael, the Shekinah cloud was with- 
drawn from the temple, and as- 
cended to Heaven whence it came. 
Then, and then only, did judgment 
follow (Ezek. 9:3, 10:18, 19). 

And before the darkening apos- 
tasy under Antichrist reaches its 
totality, the restraining Spirit, as 
dwelling in all of the church, will 
be taken away. Thus the Bible 
interprets itself, and one can see, 
if he is willing to see, that the 
threads of pretribulation rapture 
are interwoven into the _ very 
fabric of Scripture. 


Again the Church Is Absent 

Scripture has divided mankind 
into three classes: The Jew, the 
Gentile, the church of God. (See 
I Cor. 10:32.) We are told in 
Romans 2:5-9 that in “the day 
of wrath and revelation of the 
righteous judgment of God, who 
will render .. . indignation and 
wrath, Tribulation and anguish, 
upon every soul of man that doeth 
evil, of the Jew first, and also 
of the Gentile.” (Note in passing 
that the wrath and the tribulation 
are one. Now why does this tri- 
bulation fall only upon the first 
two groups? Why is the third 
group not mentioned? Answer: 
Because this is a reference to the 
day of the Lord, the Great Tri- 
bulation, and the church is not 
there! Once again the key fits the 
lock. 


Christ’s Coming Imminent 


We come back to the one main 
indisputable proof of pretribula- 
tion rapture, a fact referred to in 
our first chapter, and a proof that 
has been stressed so emphatically 
by Dr. Rice in his messages on 
this subject, that proof is the im- 
minency of Christ’s coming. Re- 
peatedly and in the plainest lan- 
guage He could use, our Lord 
taught His disciples the continu- 
ing imminency of His Second Com- 
ing. They were to be ready and 
watching for His return from the 
time He went away, until He 
should come back. Repeatedly the 
Bible declares the coming of 
Christ for His saints would be’ 
unannounced, unexpected by 
many, and dateless. The time 
would not, and could not be 
known. 

If any SworRD OF THE LORD 
reader of these messages is be- 
ing tempted to think that some 
of the proofs we have given are 
too involved for the layman to 
follow, I reply there is one simple 
thing to do to find the answer 
for yourself. Just ponder the mean- 
ing of the five statements in Matt- 
hew 24 where Jesus said His com- 
ing to remove His people from 
earth would have no announce- 
ment. It would be as *sudden as 
the coming of the flood when the 
people of Noah’s day were going 
about their business as usual just 
before the roof fell in upon them. 
Read in the chapter where He 
keeps repeating that in an hour 
when men would not expect Him, 


He would certainly return. Read 
the confirmation in Luke 17, and 
in Luke 21 of these same warn- 
ings. Read Mark 13:33, where Je- 
Sus says, “Take ye heed, watch 
and pray: for ye know not when 
the time is.” These passages have 
only one meaning: Jesus Christ 
may come back for us at any 
moment. As C. S. Lewis puts it, 
“His doctrine of the Second Com- 
ing teaches us that we do not and 
cannot know when the work 
drama will end. The curtain may 
be rung down at any moment.” 


Having settled in your mind 
that the coming is to be unan- 
nounced, then think next of the 
awful tribulation with its plagues, 
convulsions of nature, earthquakes 
toppling the cities of earth, a 
Devil-inspired Antichrist stalking 
the earth, men seeking death and 
not able to die; think of that hell 
upon earth, and ask yourself this 
simple question: Since Christ’s 
coming for us is to be unan- 
nounced, and unexpected, as He 
taught, then how could this be 
true if the awful tribulation came 
before it? There is but one answer 
to that question. The rapture of 
the church comes before the Great 
Tribulation. 


Practical Effect of Imminency 


It is not difficult to understand 
why Christ concealed the time of 
the rapture and exhorted believers 
to instant expectancy even though 
His coming might be delayed. He 
knew the practical effect this hope 
would have upon his people. He 
knew the salutary effect it would 
have upon those who preach the 


Gospel. Dr. Lee Roberson and 
R. A. Torrey are not the only 
preachers whose ministry was 


transformed when they first saw 
and laid hold upon this truth. For 
a preacher there is an added 
urgency in his call to the uncon- 
verted when he believes it may be 
the last call he will give, and 
the last call the sinner may hear 
before Christ comes. 

It is the same with the man in 
the pew. The possibility of Christ’s 
coming at any moment will help 
a Christian who believes. that, 
from doing anything he would not 
like to be found doing when Jesus 
comes, from saying anything he 
would not like to be heard saying 
when Jesus comes, and from being 
in any place where he would not 
like to be found when Jesus 
comes. Thus the imminence of the 
coming is planned by divine wis- 
dom, and by its fruits this prac- 
tical doctrine is known. 


If you could know that Jesus would appear 
Before another morn should give its light, 
Oh, would your heart be filled with joy or 


fear, 
Ifyou could know that He would come 
tonight? 
The things you'd do, the words that you 
would say, 
Perchance the letter you had thought to 
write; 
How many plans would have to change 
today, 
lf you were sure that Christ would come 
tonight? 


How many acts would then remain undone? 
How many wrongs would have to be 
made right, 
lf you should meet Him ere another sun, 
And knew for sure that He would come 
tonight? 


How many things would you find time for 
then, 
Now crowded out or else forgotten quite— 
The kindly deed, the hour of prayer again— 
Would aught be different, should He 
come tonight? 


Some day that dawns will make all time 
as past; 
Then may we keep our lamps all trimmed 
and bright. 
Oh, may we live each day as ‘twere the 
last, 
And ready be if Christ should come to- 
night. 


The early Christians who waited 
for the Son from Heaven, and 
who believed the Saviour might 
come in their day, fulfilled the 
purpose of God by this expectancy. 
Faith in an any-moment coming 
was God’s plan for the church all 
through the age until Christ would 
come. 


Pretribulation Teachers Can- 
not Pray, “Come Quickly,” 
As Did John 

John manifested this 
tural attitude when 


scrip- 


to the 


last words of our Lord in the 
Bible—“Surely I come quickly,” 
he answered, “Amen. Even s0, 
come, Lord Jesus.” Now to this 
promise, how can a post-tribula- 
tionist honestly, and heartily say 
Amen? By the jogic of his position 
he cannot with any enthusiasm 
cry, “Come quickly, Lord Jesus.” 
He may want Christ to come 
(and he does) but not too quick- 
ly, not too soon. For if Christ 
came now, that would be _ too 
soon for his’ post-tribulation 
theory: It would be before the 
Great Tribulation. If Christ came 
sooner than a few years, his post- 
tribulation arguments would fall 
to the ground, and his entire 
teaching ministry be thus dis- 
credited. This heart cry of the 
church that Christ would hasten 
His coming can hardly be the 
heart cry of those whose inter- 
pretation demands NOT 
CHRIST’S HASTE BUT HIS DE- 
LAY. An immediate coming of the 
Lord would mean to a post-tribu- 
lationist his discomfiture. Is it 
natural for a man to welcome his 
own discomfiture? 


This post-tribulation rapture 
theory against which I am writ- 
ing is not new. The church at 
Thessalonica at one time became 
disturbed by the teaching of a post- 
tribulation rapture. A rumor went 
abroad that the tribulation had 
begun, and that they were in the 
midst of it. They were suffering 
persecution and were disturbed 
over the possibility, for Paul had 
taught them otherwise. Hearing 
of their confusion he wrote, “Now 
we beseech you, brethren, by the 
coming of our Lord Jesus Christ, 
and by our gathering together 
unto him |the rapture|, That ye 
be not soon shaken in mind... 
as that the day of the Christ is 
at hand” (enesteken, meaning “is 
now here,” or “has set in’). 

Paul is saying, ‘I beseech you 
by the rapture of the church not 
to believe the day of wrath has 
begun. Why be _ troubled into 
thinking you are in the tribula- 
tion? I told you you would be rap- 
tured into Heaven before the day 
of the Lord began, for the church 
is not appointed unto wrath but 
to obtain deliverance from it by 
rapture into Heaven. And if you 
want further proof that you are 
not in the tribulation, the Man of 
Sin must first be revealed. He 
is not here, so you have no need 
to be troubled. Moreover, the Man 
of Sin. cannot be revealed until 
the hindering Spirit is removed. 
Don’t you remember I taught you 
all these things?’ 


So you see, reader, the post- 
tribulation theory is not new. 
Someone tried to put the Thes- 
salonians into the tribulation, but 
Paul would have none of it. By 
what one convincing fact did Paul 
beseech them not to think they 
could be in the tribulation? It 
is right there in the passage be- 
fore us, he besought them by the 
rapture of the church which he 
had taught them must come first. 
Why were they troubled and con- 
fused when someone told them 
they were in the tribulation? For 
the simple reason that Paul had 
taught them they would escape it. 
They would never have been so 
troubled had they been taught 


post-tribulation rapture. 

I believe people today are hun- 
gry to know what is ahead for the 
church and the world. If there is 
any comfort for God’s people in 
this wondrous truth of Christ’s 
coming, let those of us who are 
preachers give it to them. Let us 
be sure, however, that it is the 
truth we are giving. Preach to 
Christians that the church will 
not go through the tribulation, 
but that Christ may come at any 
time, and in an hour that men 
think not, and their hearts will 
instinctively know that this is the 
truth. They will go on their way 
rejoicing in the imminent coming 
of Christ as a blessed hope, a 
happy expectation, a divine de- 
liverence from the _§ tribulation 
which they know will follow. They 
will thus feel kinship with the 
early Christians who waited for 
the Son from Heaven. Suppose 
you preach, however, that tribula- 
tion, judgment, and wrath must 
precede Christ’s coming for the 
church; tell them that the Man 
of Sin must rise and reign in 
their midst before they are re- 
moved from this earthly scene; 
tell them that the awful spectre 
of Antichrist must fill their vision 
before they can look on the face 
of Jesus, and what have you done? 
You have taught them not to look 
up for the Lamb of God, but to 
look around first for the Beast of 
Satan. You have taken their eyes 
off the Son of Heaven, and placed 
them on the son of perdition. 
What a soul-withering occupation 
for God’s people down through 
the centuries to be looking for 
and expecting the false Christ be- 
fore the true Christ. 

I would close this chapter by 
asking two questions of any post- 
tribulationist who may be read- 
ing these messages. First, Is your 
knowledge of the many prophecies 


of Scripture so extensive and in-| 


tensive, so perfect and complete, 
and your interpretation of all 
these complex prophecies so in- 
fallible, that you feel justified in 
putting into writing, or standing 


before a congregation and saying, 
“T know that Christ will not, and 
cannot come for His Church this 
day, this month, this year, or even 
for a number of years”? In face 
of the fact that our Lord said, 
“Take ye heed... for YE KNOW 
NOT when the time is” (Mark 13: 
33), are you prepared to say YOU 
DO KNOW when the time is, for 
you believe and teach that He 
will come for the church “immedi- 
ately after the tribulation,” which 
is 1,260 days from the breaking 
of the covenant between Israel 
and the Beast? 

And this second question, and 
speaking with respect toward my 
brethren who differ with me on 
this subject: Of two preachers or 
teachers who ultimately found 
themselves to have been mistaken 
as to the time of the rapture, 
which one would you wish you 
had been? Would you rather be 
one who, because he believed his 
Lord might come at any time 
and ask him to give account of 
his stewardship, preached as if 
every sermon might be his last; 
urged the need of immediate re- 
pentance on the part of his un- 
saved hearers because Christ 
might come at any moment to 
end their chance of salvation; 
and who urged Christians to holy 
living, sacrificial and immediate 
giving, and constant readiness for 
their Lord’s return lest He come 
and find them unwatchful and 
unprepared—but who was mistak- 
en, and passed through the tribu- 
lation before he was raptured? 

Or would you rather be a 
preacher who taught his people 
Christ would not and.could not 
come at any moment, not even 
for a period of years; whose teach- 
ing on the Second Coming could 


be paraphrased thus, “My Lord 
delayeth His coming until Anti- 
christ rises and reigns on this 
earth; until the entire threefold 


series of judgments described at 
length in the book of Revelation 
are completed, then, but not until 
then, will He, can He come”

tunities to get saved and miss 
Hell. You will never forget the 
preaching and pleading of pastors 
and evangelists as they called you 
to get saved. Every word of their 
entreaties is etched on your brain. 
Always and forever the Word of 
God will be burned into your 
brain. The promises you ignored, 
the warnings you refused, the in- 
vitations you rejected all will 
play back monotonously, continu- 
ously, eternally. You may laugh 
and mock the Gospel now, but 
in Hell your memory will mock 
you, 

This dear, doomed soul in our 
text has been tortured and tor- 
mented by his relentless, ruthless 
memory for over nineteen hundred 
years. “Where, oh, where will you 
spend eternity?” he calls. 

The fourth tale this dead man 
tells is that Hell is a place 


A Place of Un-Answered 
Prayers, Unsatisfied 
Desires. 

“Have mercy upon me and send 
Lazarus, that he may dip th 
tip of his finger in water, and 
cool my tongue, for I am tor- 
mented in this flame’ (vs. 24). 
But Heaven’s answer was, “NO” 
(vss. 25, 26). 

“How strange!’’ Somebody asks, 
“Do people pray in Hell?” Yes, 
this man did. This busy, gold- 
grabbing, greedy-hearted sinner 
who had no time to pray on 
earth, prayed in Hell. He had no 
time on ‘earth to attend God's 
house: he had no time to read 
God’s Word—but he found time to 
die, “And it is appointed unto 
men once to die, and after this 
the judgment” (Heb. 9:27). After 
death he found time and reason 
to pray! 

3ut God did not and would not 
answer his prayer. So it is today. 
There “is a great gulf fixed.” 
None in Hell can bridge that gulf 
to Heaven with their prayers. ‘The 
answer is and must always be, 
“NO!” No one on earth can bridge 
that gulf to help a lost soul in 
Hell to Heaven. No masses, no 
saints, no priest, no mother or 
relative of Jesus, no preacher—no 


_ ome can pray a doomed soul out of 


Hell. 

This man in Hell prayed, yet 
how strange was his prayer. He 
did not pray for release from Hell; 
he prayed for relief in Hell. He 
prayed for water, for. thirst- 
quenching water, for even a drop 
of water. 

Oh, the terrible thirsting in 
Hell! Nothing can compare with 
it. The account of the Battle of 
Dardanelles written by an English 
lieutenant during the first World 
War cannot begin to describe the 
sufferings of sinners in Hell. In 
“A Thousand Dollars for a Drop” 
the author tells how his men, 
marooned on shore, could not 
reach their ship in safety. In a 
short time their canteens were 
empty. Desperately they tried to 
slake their thirst with sea water, 
but this made matters worse. 
Next, they lay down and put their 
tongues upon the damp sand, but 
this, too, had too mueh salt. 
Parched-tongued, some took off 
their shoes and ate on them to 
get a little moisture. Their one 
great cry was, “Water! Water! 
Water! Give me a drop! A thou- 
sand dollars for a drop!” Many 
went mad with thirst and blew 
their brains out. Others begged 
for water and fainted, some to 
die of thirst; their tongues pro- 
truding out of their mouths. The 
correspondent said that the sight 
and groans were so awful that 
if Hell could be worse, “Good 
Lord, save me from Hell.” 

Hell is worse! For lost souls 
not only crave a drop of water 
to satisfy their thirst; they crave 
their sin. For everyone who goes 
to Hell goes there because they 
preferred sin to the Saviour. 
Christ confirmed this when He 
challenged His audience, “And ye 
will not come to me, that ye 
might have life” (John 5:40). The 
Holy Spirit affirms in John 3:19, 
“And this is the condemnation, 
that light [Christ] is come into 
the world, and men loved darkness 
rather than light, because their 
deeds were evil.” 

What is the sin you love, the 
sin you crave, the sin that has 
binding and damning power over 
you? Although we are guilty of 
thousands of sins, there is actually

one pre-eminent, paramount sin 
in our life, the sin Solomon spoke 
of when he penned, “I will seek it 
yet again” (Prov. 23:35). 

You will seek that same sin 
again after death, too. A pastor, 
quoting some Scripture over your 
lifeless body in a flower-draped 
casket, will not change your char- 
acter in eternity, for God em- 
phasizes, “He that is unrighteous, 
let him do unrighteousness still 

. ” (Rev. 22:11, American 
Standard Version). 

Evangelist Bob Sumner penned 
powerfully in his book, Hell Is No 
Joke: 


“Suffice it to say that Hell 
is a land where passions run 
wild but are never gratified. 
The appetites you feed now will 
cry unsuccessfully for appease- 
ment throughout all eternity. 
All appetites will bring the same 
reaction in Hell whether they 
be for dope, tobacco, liquor, lust 


or some lesser sin in the eyes 
of the finite. As another has 
already suggested, Hell is a 


place where the Belshazzars will 


not have their wine, where the 
Ahabs will not have their Na- 
both’s vineyards, where the 
Felixes will not have their 
Drusillas, where the Herods will 
not have their sensous dances, 


and where the Judases will not 
have their cankered gold.” 


If this lost soul in- our text 
would have thirsted for Christ, 
“The Water of Life’ when he was 


alive, he would have been satified 


and saved from Hell, for the 
Saviour called sinners, “Whoso- 
ever drinketh of the water that I 


shall give him shall never thirst: 
but the water that I shall give 
him shall be in him a well of 
water springing up into everlast- 
ing life’? (John 4:14). But becatse 
he thirsted for sin, nineteen hun- 
dred years later he is still craving, 
seeking for gratification of sin, 
never to be satisfied. No wonder 
he would cry to you, “Where, oh 
where, will you spend eternity?” 

The fifth tale this dead man 
tells is that Hell is a place— 


A Place of Un-Escapable 
Doom. 

“And beside all of this, between 
us and you there is a great gulf 
fixed ,.. neither can they pass to 
us that would come from thence” 
(vs. 26). The late Dr. Harry Iron- 
side preached this terse warning 
about Hell, “Hell is God’s well- 
ordered prison house; the lake of 
fire is His penitentary.” Criminals 
behind the bars, sentenced for life 
and even for execution, live in 
hope that they may be paroled, 
escape, get to freedom someday, 
someway. 

Some succeed. In my file I have 
a clipping of a newspaper account 
of a jail break in Doylestown, 
Pennsylvania: 


“Bucks County prison officials 
reported the ‘most amazing es- 
cape’ they ever encountered. 
Warden Earl D. Handy said 
Robert Henderson, 22-year-old 
Philadelphian held on a car 
theft charge, apparently used 
a small piece of steel from an 
old lock and_e “several _ short 
lengths of lumber to: 

1. Break out of. aé_ solitary 
confinement cell. 

2. Smash through a 
mesh grating. 

3. Break the panes of a close- 
ly leaded window. 

4. Squeeze his 170 pounds 
through a space five-and-one- 
half by thirteen inches he had 
sprung between two one-inch 
bars, 

5. Seale a ten-foot wall and 
barbed-wire fence. 

6. Climb over a thirty-one 
foot wall.”

But Hell is not a penitentiary 
from which a person can ever 
escape or ever hope for release. 
For God does not consign a soul 
to Hell to make him penitent for 
sin and to re-habilitate him for 
a heavenly society someday. God 
sends a sinner to Hell to punish 
him for committing the unrepent- 
able, unforgivable sin—the final 
and eternal rejection of Christ 
(Rev. 20:11-15). 

Hell has well been called “The 
Prison House of Despair,” “Eter- 
nity’s Madhouse,” “God’s Insane 
Asylum.” Such it is. Hell is the 
eternal city of madmen and mad- 
women. In Romans 1:24-32 we 


have God’s catalogue of the con-| 


demned citizens of Hell, eternally 
given up by God “to uncleaness 
through the lusts of their own 
hearts, to dishonor their own 
bodies between themselves;” eter- 
nally given up “to vile affections 

.,. eternally given up “to a 
reprobate mind fornicatron, 
wickedness, covetousness, ma- 
liciousness, full of envy, murder, 
debate, deceit, malignity, whisper- 
ers, backbiters, haters of God, de- 
spiteful, proud, boasters, inven- 
tors of evil things .. .” 

The character of this crowd in 
Hell ought to drive every Chris- 
tian to his knees to pray for lost 
mates, lost children, lost relatives 
and lost friends that they may 
get saved and miss this repulsive, 
horrifying host'‘of Hell. It ought 
to drive every one of us to our 
feet to go out seeking the lost 
in the highways of sin. 

To foolish, unthinking sinners 


sure your sin will find you out” 
(Num. 32:23). Hell is the eternal 
prison of the insane, soul-deluded 
religionists who had the halluci- 
nation that they could get to 
Heaven by morality, good works, 
church membership, confirmation, 
baptism—any way, but who re- 
jected Christ’s sure, simple direc- 
tions, “I am the way, the truth, 
and the life: no man cometh unto 
the Father, but by me” (John 
14:6). 

Yes, Hell has well been called 
“God's Insane Asylum.” Who can 
forget a trip to a mental hos- 
pital? One Indiana pastor won't. 
He wrote me a letter about a con- 
ducted tour he and other pastors 
made to Loucliff Asylum at Log- 
ansport. Foul, sharp odors, dif- 
ferent from any other institution, 
assailed their nostrils when they 
entered. The group went into a 
ward, windows barred and doors 
'locked. There were women, naked, 


possessed. It was something like 
Hell must be,” he reflected. 

But it was only something like 
Hell, for Hell is infinitely worse! 
For there is some hope for even 
a stark, raving mad, demon-pos- 
sessed inmate in a mental insti- 
tution. Some miracle drug may be 
invented, or some™ Gospel’ song 
may be sung, some Scripture por- 
tion or tract may be believed, 
some miracle of God may be per- 
formed and the patient, like the 
demoniac in Mark 5:1-15, will be 
“clothed, and in his right mind.” 

But there is no hope in Hell. 
Vividly did Dr. Hyman Appelman

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Organ Music 


During Prayer 


By John R. 


Rice 


In a good many churches re- 
cently we have been offended and 
grieved at the custom of playing 
the pipe organ or piano during 
prayer. This custom, intended, we 
are told, to create the spirit of 
“reverence,” in fact does nothing 
of the sort. It distracts the mind 
from calling on God. Certainly the 
organist cannot hear the prayer 
nor join in it and say Amen, nor 
can anyone else who pays atten- 
tion to the music. The,organ ac- 
tually hinders prayer. It is as 
foolish as to have a chalk-talk 
during prayer, or a lecture, and 
a good deal more foolish than the 
Pentecostal custom of having sev- 
eral pray aloud at the same time. 
That may be, and often is, sincere 
and fervent prayer, although it 
creates disorder and hinders strict 
attention. 

But the organ music during 
prayer is not a part of fervent 
prayer. It is form pure and simple, 
and the motive back of it is car- 
nal and worldly. To say that it 
creates “a reverent atmosphere’”’ 
is another way of saying that it ‘is 
a high type of entertainment, and 
entertainment mixed with prayer 
must be an abomination to God.

If aesthetics, or the enjoyment of 
beauty, is true worship, then Ro- 
man Catholics with their fine

Samson Slays His Enemy in His Death 


Unlike other Scriptures we have studied, nowhere does the Bible 
tell us plainly that Samson typifies Jesus. However, there are some 
striking similarities in his life, and from it we can learn a great deal 


about the Saviour.

His birth, like Christ’s, was foretold to his mother by an angel. 
His life work would be to deliver Israel from the Philistines (Judg. 
13:5). His mother named him Samson, “like the Sun” in faith. (Jesus 
called ‘““‘The Sun of Righteousness” 3 
Samson’s great strength evidently was not a strong physical body, 
but rather the power of the Spirit of God. So Jesus withstood tempta- 
tion, not as God, which He is, but as a Spirit-filled man, to show us 


the same victory is available to us.

In Judges 15, a whole army came against Samson to take him, 
but was helpless against him. So the band of men who came to the 
Garden of Gethsemane to take Christ would have been helpless, had 
it not been that the hour had come for Jesus to lay down His life. 
His own people, the men of Judah, preferred the rule of the Philistines, 
and delivered Samson to them. So the Jews said to Pilate, ““‘We have 
no king but Caesar,’ and screamed for Jesus to be crucified. Samson 
was betrayed by Delilah, who should have loved him most of all, for 
silver. Jesus was betrayed by his familiar friend for a paltry 30 pieces 


silver. 


But here the analogy ends. Samson’s death ends in tragedy. He 
died, killing many with him. But Christ died for the sins of others, 
and by his death He brought uncounted multitudes eternal life. “If 
through the offence of one many be dead, much more the grace of 
God, and the gift by grace, 
abounded unto many”

Note carefully; the translators 
agree that this is a free transla- 
tion, not a literal one, that in some 
cases it is confessedly a. para- 
phrase, that in some cases they 
have felt they have taken “the 
liberty of introducing into a pas- 
sage something. which is _ not 
there,” but always with good in- 


tentions! 

They plainly avow that they in- 
tend to change the idiom of the 
Greek and Hebrew and put it in 
English idiom, In some cases they 
profess that even verses are trans- 
posed. Instead of strictly putting 
into English what God said in the 
original, they first sought to di- 
gest the meaning and then put in 
own words what they think 
the original writer meant.

understand, not a literal word-for- 
word translation of what God said. 

That leaves the translation open 
to very serious blunders, if the 
translators, in any particular pas- 
sage, did not understand what God 
meant, 

1. Let me give some examples of 
the freeness of the translation. In 
Matthew 1:19 instead of saying 
that “Joseph, being a just 
man,” this translation says, “Be- 
ing a man of principle.” And in- 
stead of saying he “was minded 
to put her away privily,”’ the new 
translation has “Joseph desired to 
have the marriage contract set 
aside quietly.” That is a free 
translation, not saying literally 
what God said. In the King James 
Version, Jesus, in Matthew 5:22, 
said, “But whosoever shall say, 
Thou fool, shall be in danger of 
hell fire.’ The new _ translation 
says, “If he sneers at him he will 
have to answer for it in the fires 
of hell.” That is not a literal 
translation. In fact, it is no trans- 
lation at all but a paraphrase, 
meaning something different and

2. This freedom and paraphras- 
ing the Scriptures sometimes 
dulls or perverts the meaning.

Mary about Jesus that “He 
shall be called the Son of 
Highest.’ This translation 
“He will bear the title ‘Son oi the 
Most High. That weakens the 
meaning. According to the new 
translation it could simply mean 
that some people call Jesus the 
Son of Ahe iost High, though oth- 
ers think He is not the Son of 
God in a anique sense.

remember that these 
have professed that 
they are trying to put in English 
idiom for us what they have 
learned from the New Testament 
in these years of study. That 
means that they are putting their 
understanding of the meaning in- 
to the translation instead of lit- 
erally translating word for word 
what the original manuscripts 
said. The simple truth is that no 
Christian, not even the wisest and 
best saint in the world, can un- 
derstand everything in the Bible. 
If in a translation one puts in 
only what he himself understands, 
and in his own words, then he will 
not put in everything that God 
said and he-will--not—always say 
what God intended the Scripture 
to say. 

For example, 
many others 


Anglicans and 
in England, as in 
America, believe that baptism is 
a sacrament, and that there is 
some saving grace in baptism. We 
grant that such people actually 
understand the Scriptures to teach 
baptismal regeneration. Neverthe- 
less, that is not what the Bible 
teaches, but a free translation, 
putting in, not exactly what the 
original Greek text says, but what 
the translator thinks it means, 
will result in putting what the 
translator believes and 
God really said. So in this new 
English translation, Romans 6:3 
and 4 is translated to say, “Have 
you forgotten that when we were 
baptized into union with Christ 
Jesus we were baptized into his 
death? By baptism we were buried 
with him, and lay dead, in order 
that, as Christ was raised from 
the dead in the splendour of the 
Father, so also we might set our 
feet upon the new path of life.” 


But we were not “baptized into 
union with Christ Jesus.” That is 
not in the original text. 


But the new translation would 
say that “by baptism we were 
buried with him... in order that 

we might set our feet upon 
the new path of life.” That is 
baptismal regeneration, but it is 
not an accurate translation. It is 
a mistranslation, a heresy put ijn 
by putting men’s opinion instead 
of what the Bible really says. 


In Galatians 3:27, this new 
translation says, “Baptized into 
union with him, you have all put 
on Christ as a garment.” But peo- 
ple are not baptized into union 
with Christ. That is a mistransla- 
tion of the little Greek word eis, 
an_indefinite preposition of refer- 
ence, and Christians are baptized 
with reference to Christ, or point- 
ing to Christ, and picturing the 
death, burial, and resurrection of 
Christ. But no Scripture~in the 
Bible teaches that baptism puts 
one in union with Christ. And in 
I Peter 3:20 and 21 the new trans- 
lation says, “ In the ark a 
few persons, eight in all, were 
brought to safety through the wa- 
ter. This. water prefigured the wa- 
ter of baptism through which you 
are now brought to safety. Bap- 


tism is not the washing away of | translation it is made.to say that 


bodily pollution, 
made to God by a good conscience; 
and it brings salvation through the 
resurrection of Jesus Christ... .’ 
Now we are not “brought to safe- 
ty through the water of baptism.” 
And baptism does not “bring sal- 
vation.” That is not a good trans- 
lation. It is not even an honest 
translation. It is a paraphrase, 
putting in what men believed in- 
stead of what the Bible says, 
all paraphrases do.

the foot of the Cross was himself 
led thither by this saintly woman. 

When we contemplate the rela- 
tion of that one humble rescue 
mission in Chicago, the monument 
of a businessman’s consecration 
to Christ, to the scores of Sunday 
tabernacles over the land; when 
we connect the streams of peni- 
tents on the “sawdust trail” with 
that one young man of twenty- 
five going forward up the aisle 
of the mission room, we realize 
afresh that God uses many work- 
ers to carry on his one work. 
Though Paul may plant and 
Apollos water, it is God alone who 
gives the increase. 

It was one evening in the fall 
of 1887 that Sunday, with five of 
his baseball teammates, sat on 
the curbstone of Van Buren Street 
and listened to the music and 
testimonies of a band of workers 
from the Pacific Garden Rescue 
Mission. The deeps of sentiment 
inherited from a Christian mother, 
and the memories of a Christian 
home, were stirred in the breast 
of one of the men. Sunday ac- 
cepted the invitation of a worker 
1o visit the mission. Moved by 
the testimonies which he heard, 
he went again and again; and at 
length, after conversation and 
prayer with Mrs. Clark, he made 
the great decision which commit- 
ted him to the Christian life. 

Sunday’s own story of his con- 
version is one of the most thrilling 
of the evangelist’s messages. It 
is a human document, a leaf in 


that great book of Christian evi- 
dences which God is still writing. 


“Twenty-seven years ago I 
walked down a street in Chicago 
in company with some ball players 
who were famous in this world— 
some of them are dead now—and 
we went into a saloon. It was 
Sunday afternoon and we _ got 
tanked up and then went and sat 
down on a corner. I never go by 
that street without thanking God 
for saving me. It was a vacant 
lot at that time. We sat down 
on a curbing. Across the street 
a company of men and women 
were playing on _  instruments— 
horns, flutes and slide trombones 
—and the others were singing the 
gospel hymns that I used to hear 
my mother sing back in the log 
cabin in Iowa and back in the 
old church where I used to go to 
Sunday School. 


“God painted on the canvas of 
my recollection and memory a 
vivid picture of the scenes of other 
days and other faces. 


“Many have long since turned to 
dust. I sobbed and sobbed, and 
a young man stepped out and said: 
‘We are going down to the Pacific 
Garden Mission. Won't you come 
down to the mission? I am sure 
you will enjoy it. You can hear 
drunkards tell how they have been 
saved and girls tell how they have 
been saved from the _ red-light 
district.’ 

“I arose and said to the boys, 
‘I’m through; I am going to Jesus 
Christ. We've come to the parting 


ae 


of the ways.’ Some of them 
laughed and some of them mocked 
me; one of them gave me en- 
couragement; others never said a 
word. 


“I turned and left that little 
group on the corner and walked 
to the little mission and fell on 
my knees and staggered out of 
sin and into the arms of the 
Saviour. 


“After that night at the mission 
I had to get out to the ball park 
and practice. Every morning at 
ten o’clock we had to be out there. 
I never slept that night. I was 
afraid of the horselaugh that gang 
would give me because I had tak- 
en my stand for Jesus Christ. 

“I walked down to the old ball 
grounds. I will never forget it. 
I slipped my key into the wicket 
gate and the first man to meet 
me after I got inside was Mike 
Kelly. 

“Up came Mike Kelly; he said: 
‘Bill, I'm proud of you! Religion 
is not my long suit, but I'll help 
you all I can.’ Up came Anson, 
the best ball player that ever 
played the game; Pfeffer, Clark- 
son, Flint, Jimmy McCormick, 
Burns, Williamson and Dalrymple. 
There wasn’t a fellow in that gang 
who knocked; every fellow had 
a word of encouragement for me. 

“Mike Kelly was one of the men 
I left there on the corner. Mike 
was sold to Boston for $10,000. 
Mike got half of the purchase 
price. He came up to me and 
showed me a check for $5,000. 
John L. Sullivan, the champion 
fighter, went around with a sub- 
scription paper and the _ boys 
raised over $12,000 to buy Mike a 
house. 

“They gave Mike a deed to the 
house and they had $1,500 left and 
gave him a certificate of deposit 
for that. 

“His salary for playing with 
Boston was $4,700 a year. At the 
end of that season Mike had spent 
the $5,000 purchase price and the 
$4,700 he received as salary and 
the $1,500 they gave him and had 
a mortgage on the house. When 
he died in Pennsylvania they went 
around with a subscription to get 
money enough to put him in the 
ground. Each club, twelve in all, 


in the two leagues gave a month 
a year to his wife. Mike sat here 
on the corner with me years ago, 
when I said, ‘Good-by, boys, I’m 
going to Jesus Christ.’ 

“Frank Flint, our old catcher, 
was another of the boys I left 
there on the corner when I went 
to Christ. Frank caught for nine- 
teen years, drew $3,200 a year 
on an average. He caught before 
they had chest portectors, masks 
and gloves. He caught barehanded. 
Every bone in the ball of his hand 
was broken. You never saw such 
a hand! Every bone in his face 
was broken, and his nose and 
cheek bones, and the shoulder and 
ribs had all been broken. He got 
to drinking, his home was broken 
up and he went to ‘the dogs.’ 


“I’ve seen old Frank Flint 
sleeping on a table in a stale beer 
joint and I’ve turned my pockets 
inside out and said, ‘You’re wel- 
come to it, old pal.’ He drank 
on and on, and one day in winter 
he staggered out of a stale beer 
joint and stood on a corner, and 
was seized with a fit of coughing. 
The blood streamed out of his 
nose, mouth and eyes. Down the 
street came a wealthy woman. She 
took one look and said, ‘My God, 
is it you, Frank?’ His wife came 
up and kissed him. 

“She called two policemen and 
a cab and started with him to 
her boarding house. They broke 
speed regulations. She called the 
best physicians and they listened 
to the beating of his heart, one, 
two, three, four, five, six, seven, 
eight, nine, ten, eleven, twelve, 
and the doctors said, ‘He will be 
dead in about four hours.’ She 
told them to tell him what they 
had told her. She said, ‘Frank, 
the end is near,’ and he said, 
‘Send for Bill.’ 

“They telephoned and I went. 
He said: “There’s nothing in the 
life of years ago I care for now. 
I can hear the bleachers cheer 
when I make a hit that wins the 
game. But ‘there is nothing that 
can help me now; and if the Um- 
pire calls me out now, won’t you 
say a few words over me, Bill?’ 
He struggled, as he had years ago 
on the diamond, when he tried to 
reach Home, but the great Um- 


pire of the universe called, ‘You're 
out!’ and waved him to the ‘club 
house,’ and the great gladiator of 
the diamond was no more. 

“He sat on the street corner 
with me, drunk,’ twenty-seven 
years ago in Chicago, when I said, 
‘Good-by, boys, I’m through.’ 

“Did they win the game of 
life or did Bill?”

as a command: “So come to him, 
our living Stone .... Come and 
let yourselves be built, as living 
stones, into a spiritual temple; 
become a holy priesthood ... .” 
But God speaks of a thing already 
accomplished, and this translation 
would mean that these Christians 
to whom Peter wrote were not yet 
built up into God’s temple by the 
Spirit. 

You see, a free translation, 
which sets out to put into words 
of the translators what they think 
the Scripture means, can never be 
reliable. It will involve any false 
doctrine held by the translators. 


So, we cannot recommend this 
New English Bible, because the 
principles upon which the trans- 
lation were made are not reliable 
and the men who did the transla- 
tion were, some of them, uncon- 
verted modernists who were not 
capable of a good and reliable 
translation. 

Next week we plan to publish 
a detailed, scholarly review which 
gives more abundant evidence that 
the New English Translation is 
not reliable and is deliberately 
slanted against the deity of Christ 
and other essentials of the Chris- 
tian faith.
